had rounded up 800 Communist sus- 
pe'cts in the past 24 hours—600 of 
them with the use of naTal craft 
in Piraeus^harbor. 


Officials said 15 boats -were used 


in the roundup of the 600 . in the 
area of the harbor. They were taken 
from houses and boats. A large 
number were released later after 
preliminary questioning. 


Two hundred persons in a north- 


western suburb of Athens were taken 
during the night. A majority were 
released today. They were question- 
ed chiefly concerning their reasons 
for being In that vicinity. 


Meanwhile, loannldes Vrttac-

ALL- mothers witness new stages In 


Baby's development with delight. Sitting 
alone, the first, toddling steps, the firfet 
recognizable 
words.- are alu milestones 


which Mother

Occasionally, however, certain steps in 


this progress from babyhood may not be 
taken just, at the time Mother expects 
them and then she becomes apprehen- 
sive and worried, with the result that her 
altitude reacts on Baby to retard him 
still further. 


It, is this sort of situation "vrtuch is' 


behind a great many t-tubborn cases of 
bedwettine'or enuresis. one 01 the most 
common problems with which parent* • 
hu.ve to deal. 


Of course, there may be other causes, 


too. such as improper training, or lack of 
po-Aer in the muscle which" controls the 
outlet from the bladder, but the so-called 
ppychogenic or mental factor is the one 
most frequently" to blame 
The older the 


child, ihe greater the likelihood that bed- 
wetting is due :o psychogen.,c causes. 


A promisine new treatment" to correct- 


this fault has been suggested. It in- 
volves the use of a substance called 
cnononic gonadotropin. a glandular pro- 
duct. 


Injections are given twice a week and 


the nose gradually increased. As a 'gen- • 
cral rule, omy six injections are em- 
ployed and no other lorra of treatment 
used. The first injection is given directly 
into the skin to determine whether or 
not there is any sensitivity to the prepa- 
ration. 


Those who are benefited by the treat- 


ment usually shore improvement bv the 
time the third injection is given. If no 
improvement has been evident after six 
injections, it is useless to continue with. 
the treatment The treatment is emp'.oved 
until at least one week has passed with- 
our any bedwetting and at least Sve in- 
jections have been administered. The 
clnldren are usually cured or maixedJv 
improved after three weess. Thos<> cases 
which have been cured hare -remained 
so after three cays. 


In a group of sixteen children treated 


with chorionic gonadorropin, vhe age* 
ranged from three to fifteen years, and 
in an of them bedwetting had persisted 
since infancy. There -R-as no abnormal 
condition in the urinary organs. The 
cases were classified as improved when 
rne bedwettms; decreased 
from 
ttiree 


to five times weekly to about once a week. 
Eiicht of the sixteen cases showed this 
type of improvement. Seven of the six- 
teen, or almost half, were completely 
cured. The cures, as a rule, were in the 
children more than six rears of aae In 
only one instance was the treatment a- 
complete failure. No complications were 
noted. 


Of course, it is possible that the Im- 


provement occurred not only from toe 
gonadotropin, but rather from the com- 
bined giving of the injections and theip 
mental effect on the parents and «>• 
children. As a matter of fact. bedwettta« 
can often be cured entirely if the pmrenta
